to institutions

Loans the income tax authorities 
grant to institutions to enable them 
to meet their tax payments will be 
inked to the index under a plan 
the Treasury is currently consider- 


There is a long-standing arrange. 
ment whereby the tax authorities 
allow non-profit organizations and 
some profit-making ones, that get 
into financial difficulties, to pay their 
debts with subsidized loans. In Oc- 
tober the interest on these loans — 
up to then 6 per cent — was raised 
to 15 per cent for a six.month loan, 
and to 22 per cent for a 12-month 
(or longer) one. These rates are 
still much below the market rate. 

A. further benefit has been that, 
in line with the Ben.Shahar recom- 
mendations on tax reform, the in. 
terest on the loans is a recognized 
expense for tax purposes. The com- 
bination of this and the low interest 
has induced many organizations 
and firms to apply for the loans, 
and by this month about IL1,000m. 
worth were outstanding. 

The Treasury is therefore consi- 
dermg a change in the law that 
will make the interest a non-re-~ 
cognized expense and, therefore, 
taxable. 

One contributor to the increase 
in the total sum of the loans is 
that of late some 30 per cent have 
been going to profit-making firms, 
under conditions similar to those 
granted to non-profit organizations.

Genscher ends 3-day visit as

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. ~— West 
German Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher left for home 
yesterday after a threeday visit 
which culminated in the announce- 
ment of the creation of an Israel- 
German top-level committee on 
economic affairs. 

Genscher told airport reporters 
at his departure that Israel) has 
shown its readiness to “continue 
along the constructive road to 
peace.” Germany, he added, 
“wants to see a steady and lasting 
peace in this area.” 

In a joint statement issued earlier 
in Jerusalem, Genscher and Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon expressed their 
“deep satisfaction” at the existing 
relations between their two coun- 
tries. To strengthen the economic 
ties between the two countries, it 
was decided to set up a joint com- 
Mittee, to be headed by the two 
foreign ministers or their repre- 
sentatives, that would seek ways of 
strengthening mutual trade, encour- 
aging investments and “solving 
other economic problems." 

The committee — which would 
comprise representatives of gov- 
ernment, finance and industry of 
both countries — will hold its first 
Meeting in Bonn next year, the 
statement said. 

Genscher’s talks with Israeli lead- 
ers concerned mostly economic mat- 
ters and Israel's desire to narrow 
the trade gap, which totalled about 
$550m. last year. .

Survey finds 
faulty sewerage 
in Rehovot 


The failure to control and pre- 
Process industrial wastes in Rehovot 
may cause environmental pollution 
and damage to pipelines and puri- 
fication facilities, the District Bu- 
reau of Health concluded after a 
survey of the sewerage system there. 

The fact that part of the sys- 
tem’s installations are located out- 
side city limits is no reason for 
total neglect of the matter, the 
bureau's report states. Much of the 
report is devoted to eight plants 
which together produce some 80 
per cent of the industrial waste 
Pumped into ‘the system. 

The sewerage plan presently en- 
forced in Rehovot combines house- 
hold and industrial wastes and 
Pumps them out to the sands west 
of Nahal Sorek. The only preli- 
minary processing they receive is 
to prevent the proliferation of

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Freed Spanish leftist 
vows to fight King 


MADRID. — Spain's most powerful 
leftist, Marcelino Camacho, was re. 
leased from prison yesterday by 
King Juan Carlos — and imme- 
diately denounced the king’s amnesty 
ag “an insult.” 

Camacho said he would lead a 
campaign to free ali political pri- 
soners, even if it meant prison 
again. He charged that the amnesty 
decreed by the new Spanish leader 
last week affected only 10 per cent 
of the nation’s estimated 2,000 peli- 
tical prisoners. 

Meeting with foreign reporters in 
a Madrid lawyer's office, Camacho 
said the giant underground trade- 
union network he heads also oppo- 
the m as a replacement 
for 36 years of iron-fisted rule by 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco. 

“The prince swore to uphold the 
Principiea of that regime. The prin- 
ciples are nothing but Fascism, and 
I have been fighting that all my 
life,” the 57-year-old labour orga- 
nizer said. 


Observers viewed the release of 
Camacho and several dozen other 
left-wing militants from Madrid's 
grim Carabanchel prison as the most 
‘concrete sign to date that Juan Car- 
105 is planning to move Spain to- 
‘wards more liberal forms of govern- 
ment, 

Juan Carlos decreed a limited 
pardon last Tuesday, three days af. af. 
ter he waz sworn in as king and 
Franco's sucessor. It will free about 
two thirds of Spain's 15,000 prison 


inmates, of whom about 2,000 were 
jailed for political offenses. | 

But Camacho, reflecting strong 
leftist opposition that sees the king 
as an instrument to continue the 
Franco regime, said he felt “the 
King is doing very little.” 

As head of the illegal ‘Workers’ 
Commissions,” whose membership is 
estimated between 200,000 and 
400,000, Camacho is considered one 
of the nation's most powerful poli- 
tieal leaders. : 

Another leftist leader, Santiago 
Carrillo, exiled secretary of the Spa- 
nish Communist Party, said in Paris 
yesterday he would return to Spain 
soon, “legally if they permit me to, 
or secretly, as I already have done, 
if they forbid me to.” 

Interviewed by the weekly maga- 
zine “L’Express,” Carrillo said agree- 
ment has for a long time linked all 
opposition groups, in the struggle 
for democracy. Spain, he said, is the 
country that is the ripest for a “his- 
toric compromise” in which Com. 
munists would rule in cooperation 
with democratic parties — a com. 
promise the Soviet Union recently 
warned Western Communists 
against. 

Carrillo added: “ZI am sure the 
Spanish army will respect the will 
of the majority of the people. We 
do not want the military to direct 
the country, and the (left-wing) mi- 
litary does not wish that, either.”

We already foresee, for in- 
‘Btance, a quiet revolution in the 
Tel Aviv Municipa] Council. One 
day soon Mayor Lahat may well 
get up on the Shalom Tower and 
declare the formation of a free 


‘and independent State of Tel Aviv,” 


henceforth repudiating all 
obligations towards the Zionist 
Establishment. 

Shaky as it is, the Administra- 
tion will no doubt fai] to suppress 
the municipal revolt, and Rabin 
will simply have to let Tel Aviv go. 
With a population matching that 
of Comoro and Barbados together, 
the new nation is bound to be 
accepted to full membership of 
the UN. 


IT LOOKS AS IF at this point 
there’ll be no holding the tragic 
process of disintegration. No 
more than a fortnight later, 
Jerusalem will opt for in- 
dependence too, announcing a 
constitutional monarchy under 
Teddy the First. We’re afraid that 
in that case, however, Abu Ghosh 
will break away from the 
Jerusalem Empire and declare 
itself an autonomous principality 
with full international rights. 

In a day or two the flag of 
Jebeliya black and blue 
with a donkey d'or couchant — 
will be raised in a brief but im- 
pressive ceremony at United 
Nations Square, to be followed by 
Bat-Yam, shaking off the colonial 
yoke of the Interior Ministry to 
become the 148th member of said 
august body. 

These two will again be follow- 
ed in quick succession by the 
Popular Democracy of Haifa, and 
by Netanya, which will choose 
Beethoven's Fifth as its national

Republic of Israel). 

The new States thus formed will 
unite in a British-style com- 
monwealth under President Kat- 
zir, each maintaining: strictly in- 
dependent policies and a separate 
vote at the UN. The only bond that 
will tle them, however loosely, 
will be joint television and V.A.T. 


IT’S ALL VERY SAD, really. 
Still, nobody can force proud, in- 
dividualist tribes like us to go on 
living under a rotten racist 
regime. We’d sooner be dead. This 
geopolitical shakeup will change 
the picture at the General 
Assembly as well. At a conser- 
vative estimate, the F.R.O.1. will 
consist of 38 free and independent 
Jewish states, though Yafo, deter- 
mined once and for all to cut the 
humiliating hyphen linking it to 
Tel Aviv, will soon become the 
38th. One assumes their united 
voting strength will be con- 
siderable. 

We are thinking specifically of 
the Kfar Shmaryahu delegate’s 
proposal to denounce the 
colonialist policy of certain 
African member states, and a mo- 
tion by the Independent Republic 
of Nahariya to distribute Arab 
petro-wealth among Mediterra- 
mean beach resorts. After the 
vote, the Assembly can settle 
down quietly to discuss the 
dramatic appeal of the Jerusalem 
Empire for internationalization of 
the Vatican. 

So much for our future 
prospects, and we just hope Dr. 
‘Waldheim was informed of them 
during his visit to the region. We 
guess the only problem that will 
be left after we are through dis- 
integrating is how to prevent the 
39 states of the Israeli Federation 
from voting against each other at 
the Assembly. _.

Housing we cannot a

get a timely shot in the arm, it is 
bound to contract, losing valuable 
skilled technica! and managerial 
personnel, and costly equipment 
acquired in recent years. Quite apart 
trom the losses inevitable in any 
recession, the building industry may 
weed several years to recover from 
such a slump, so that the next 
economic upswing cold bring in its 
wake renewed housing shortages. 
In 1972, residential buildings starts 
amounted to 6.3 τ. sq. metres. In 
1974, they were down to 5.1m.sq. 
metres. The figure for 1975 is likely 
to be closer to 4.5 m.sq. metres, even 
though the decline in private 
building starts has been partiy offset 
by larger public programmes. For 
the next year, the Ministry considera 
3.7 m. sq. metres as a necessary 
minimum, if disastrous conse- 
quences are to be prevented. Since, 
however, private starts are expected 
to drop dramatically, public housing 
schemes ought to be maintained ap- 
proximately at their present level. 
With this aim in mind, the Ministry 
is demanding funds which would 
allow it to start at least 25,000 dwell- 
ing units (10 per cent below the 
average of the last three years), on 
top of the 15,000 flats expected to be 
started by private contractors (less 
than half the average of 1972-1974). 
Such a building volume would per- 
mit the housing authorities to 
provide flats for 81} recent im- 
migrants stl lacking accommoda- 
tion, and to prepare a reserve for 
prospective newcomers; to continue 
on a substantial scale the slum 
clearance programmes, as well as 
the cheap housing schemes for 
newly-weds, for big families in smal! 
flats (the “three plus” scheme), for 
rural communities, and for the 
building savers; and to begin with 


the provision of rental housing in 
development towns, in order to add 
an incentive to po) dispersal. 
The social benefits of such a policy 
are self-evident. And it would have 
also palpable economic advantages. 
It would keep intact the building in- 
@ustry’s labour force and 
Managerial framework. And it 
would avoid running down our stock 
of houses under construction, which 
serves as a potential reserve for 
short-term housing ments, in 
case of resumed mass immigration 

or an early economic recovery. 
‘This policy advocated by the Hous- 
ing Ministry is also, of course backed 
by the industry's vested interests, 
Nevertheless, one doubts whether it 
is the right one, for it is all too 
detached from our economy's 
current plight, and as a result dis- 
regarda the overriding priorities. 
What matters now is not how to 
preserve a viable building industry, 
or how best to provide housing ac- 
commodation, but how to trim the 
home demand, and to expand export 
industries, in order to reduce our 
daunting foreign currency deficit. It 
may be true that a sharp drop in 
residential construction could bring 
in its wake an eventual housing shor- 
tage. But that would be a lesser evil, 
if it would help us to solve our most 
pressing problems. The building sec- 
tor now employs about 10 per cent of 
our total labour force, over 40 per 
cent of the people employed in 
manufact industry. In view of 
the difficulty of shifting people 
employed in services to manufac- 
turing, building represents the major 
labour reserve for the industries in 
need of manpower. 7

should not be exaggerated. In case of 
need, dwelling density can be in- 
creased fairly caastly, and nations 
much richer than Israel have been 
living for a long time in more cpn- 
gested conditions. When World War 
i broke out, the British authorities 
stopped residential construction 
altogether, in order to channel 
resources to the defence effort, and 
it took over a decade until it was 
resumed on a modest scale. Is Israel 
now in a less serious position? 

Perhaps the issue’s financial 
aspect brings it best into 
prominence. Private building starts 
are dropping — and even com- 
pletions are often delayed — because 
at the current level of construction 
costs, land prices and interest rates, 
demand for housing must be fairly 
limited. There is therefore no valid 
reason why we should now build dou- 
ble the number of rooms we did in 
the ‘sixties. Even public housing 
projects are meeting increasing 
sales resistence although they in- 
volve a massive subsidy. in par- 
ticular by granting large mortgages 
at ridiculous interest rates and in 
development towns — outright 
grants on top of that. 

Tu fact, housing mortgages are the 
major instrument letting people 
make capital gains on assets financ- 
ed by (government guaranteed) 
debentures linked to the c.o.l. Az 
long as this financing system con- 
tinues, there Is no hope of putting an 
end to the government's deficits, and 
to the inflation fed by the resultant 
excess purchasing power. Our hous- 
ing activity must be cut, not only in 
order to release labour and material 
resources for more urgent re- 
quirements, but also in order ta 
reduce the strain imposed on our 
capital market. Incidentally, only 
such a policy can be expected to br- 
ing land prices and construction 
costs down to a sensible level, and to 
improve the building industry's low 
efficiency.

disengagement agreement. 

Syria accepted this premise when it signed the agreement 
in Geneva in May 1974. It was based on Security Council reso- 
ations 242 and 338, whose wording was most carefully weighed 
by all parties concerned, including the Soviet Union. 

Any attempt to change this wording now in order to sneak 
the PLO into the Security Council chambers, and possibly into 
a new phase of the Geneva Middle East peace conference, will 
undermine the very basis of all present peace-keeping arrange- 
meats in the region. Ά 

Prime Minister Rabin made this point forcefully last Friday, 
when he stated outright that Israel would oppose any move to 
link the UNDOF mandate renewal with the PLO issue. He 
criticized UN Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim for having ap- 
parently attempted to make a deal with Syria that would 
change one of the most fundamentel UN Middle East policy 


mises. 

Ἐς US. is to he commended for its firm stand against such 
blackmail attempts. By doing so, Washington is not only living 
up to its commitment towards Israel under the interim Sinai 
accord both in spirit and letter, but is proving too, the need 
to stand up to any attempt to legitimize the PLO, at least as 
long as it adheres to its terror tactics, denies Security Council 
resolutions and refuses to recognize Israel’s existence. 

Syria and the PLO would ‘probably never have dared to 
subject the Security Council members to this kind of biack- 
mail, were it not for various attempts by 2 number of Western 
nations, including West Germany, to mai “nformal” con- 
tacts with PLO representatives. Waldheim’s own meeting last. 
week with Yasser Arafat, as part of a special Middle East 
mission aimed at attaining Syria’s agreement to renew the 
UNDOF mandate, only encouraged Damascus to pursue its 
PLO gambit to the last moment. 

One can assume that even the Soviet Union is somewhat 
embarrassed by Syria's obdurate stand. 

Moscow's reported attempts to persuade Arafat to adopt a 
more reasonable and respectable position is not likely to achieve 
any results, chiefly because Arafat knows that any move 
towards moderation would deprive him of his PLO leadership, 
already threatened by even more extreme terrorist elements. 

History has proved time and again that the only way of 
standing up to political blackmail is to have the courage of 
one’s convictions and not te saccumb to extremism and terror. 


Portugal and Angola 


AFTER THE PORTUGUESE decamped, unable to hand power 
to any of the three Angolan political movements, the tragedy 
in that African region is clearly a reflection of what is going 
on in Portugal itself. 

Dr. Kissi 8 warning last week against the Russians and 
Cubans meddling in Portugal’s former colony is a measure of 
the deep American concern over growing Communist influence 
in the potentially rich region. The U.S. itself has been forced 
into an incongruous coalition with China, Zaire, South 
Africa and even France, to back the FNLA end UNITA against 
the “Marxist” MPLA, massively armed with Soviet weapons. 
_ At the same time, Portugal's struggle against Communism 
is in full view of a Europe which would like to intervene but 
just doesn't know how; in Angola, the lines are sharply drawn 
between Eastern and Western ideologies.

WHY IS A STUDENT STRIKE 
different from all other strikes? 
When a labour union declares 
a strike, it is fighting for the 
betterment of its members and 
is doing so by hurting — i.e., 
pressuring — the employer. 
When students strike, they are 
hurting only themselves — and 
the public which pays 90 per cent 
of what it costs to keep them at 
university. They are also mak- 
ing it clear that their purpose is 
to get degrees with the least 
possible effort. 
"I recently witnessed a ‘‘mini- 
strike'’ when first-year law 
students at Tel Aviv University 
refused to take part in a quiz. 
“It's against the regulations,” 
one of the elected student 
representatives had said the day 
before. Pacing dramatically on 
the lecturer’s platform during a 
recess between lectures, he con- 
tinued: "If we let them get away 
-with this, who knows what they 
will try next? We have to show 
them they can't push us around. 
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Immediate delivery 
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papers and in the official paper; 
b. according to law, objections to 
a plan and discussions thereof 
are in public; c. the agenda for 
the meetings are sent prior to it 
by regular mail to alt members 
of the District Commission, and 
to other predetermined bodies. 

The Commission acied accor- 
ding to law in all the above con- 
ditions. 

3. The article states that the 
chairman waited 15 months 
before taking a2 final decision in 
the hope that the composition of 
the District Commission would 
alter.
